Fuel Shortage at State In- 
sane Hospital Grows 
Alarming. 


Indianapoli."». Ind., Deo. 13.—Shortage 
of coal at the Central 
Indiana 
Insane 
hospital here was worrying state offi- 
cials today and strenuous efforts were 
being made to get fuel. The supplies at 
other state institutions also were said 
to be low. 
Early today Dr. George F. 
Sdenharter. superintendent of the Cen- 
tral hospital, said there was coal enough 
to keep fires until 4 or 5 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 
Twenty-four 
fours 
without 
heat in tiie hospital might 
mean 
the 
death of fifty or sixty patients, he said. 


The contract for coal for the hospital, 
calls for $1.65 a ton for the kind of coal 
used. Dr. Edenharter has been toid coal 
has been "shipped," but said today it 
had not Jjeen receivetl. If coal has to be 
purchased on the open market it will 
cost mucli more. 
The institution uses 
about 115 tons of coal a day.

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KnglaiKl Is i:xpc< tc<l to Dcclare Her 
Attitude. 


l.,ondon, ]:)ee. 13.—Although 
little 
confidence is shown in London 
that 
any result will come from the peace 
])ri)posal of the central powers and 
the opinion prevtills quite generally 
that the time is not opportune even 
to discu.^s terms, there is an undercur- 
rent of feeling that something would 
be gained by making the world ac- 
(juainted definitely wHh objects of the 
belligerents. 


The attitude of the British govern- 
ment toward the offer will be made 
known in the house of commons to- 
morrow. provided sufficient time shall 
have elapsed to permit 
consultation 
with (Jreat F.ritain's allies, and 
this 
rftatoment i.s awaited with the greatest 
Interest. 


Rpjcction Seems Lilkely. 


If the press, which supports the ad- 
ministration, correctly interprets offi- 
cial opinion, little time will be taken 
up by consideration of the move of 
Germany and her allies, although the 
moderate opinion of the country does 
not favor too hasty rejection of over- 
tures. 
It is believed the German peo- 
ple. once they are acquainted 
with 
the objects of the entente, might be 
more inclined toward peace and that 
for that reason, if for no other, the 
terms of the entente allies should be 
made known officially to the central 
powers. 


The possibility that President Wil- 
•son will make some suggestions when 
forwarding the offer, also is much dis- 
cussed. 
It is intimated that he might 
at least express willingness to con- 
vey the terms of the entente to the 
central powers. 


The report is current here that Em- 
peror William is about to announce 
the granting of a parliamentary form 
of government to Germany.

take care of Its charge.

gets 


a pension from the government and 
his wife owns property, so it is thought 
probable a guardian will be appointed 
to administer their affairs. 


Bayer, a few weeks ago joined a 
church and there was a general hand- 
shaking when he was welcomed. 
As- 
surances that casual touching of his 
gloves or brushing shoulders did not 
Indicate infection has been necessary 
here to stem a panic. " 


The Bayer family has twenty-four 
cats, a board having been extended 
from a tree to an upstairs window so 
that they could come and go as they 
liked. 
For fear the disease may have 
been communicated to other cats In 
the town the death edict has been 
made general.

RUSSIANS CLAIM SUCCESS. 


Shortage of Natural Gas Menace to 
PIttsbiirg Manufacturers. 


Pittsburg, Dec. 13.—Threatened by 
shut downs during the winter months 
on account of a shortage of natural 
gas, manufacturers in the Pittsburg 
district haye been conducting experi-' 
ments witlj coal dust. 
They assert 
their experiments have proved that 
the dust can be substituted for gas. 
The.Carnegie Steel company is using 
coal dust at thirty-two of its eighty 
open hearth furnaces in-this district. 
It is estimated the use of this fuel 
will mean a saving of 21,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas daily.

Petrograd, Dec. 13.—Russian troopf 
yesterday captured a line of Teuton 
trenches on heights to the south of 
Augusalia, in the region of the Trotue 
valley, of Rumania, according to an 
official statement issued today by the 
war department. 
Teutonic counter- 
attacks In an effort to regain the lost 
positions were repulsed 
with 
great 
losses, the statement adds. 


Rumanian forces took the offensive 
south of the Mlzll-Buzeu high road 
yeiäterday and captured a row of vil- 
lages, 
the 
Russian 
announcement 
says, but on being counter-attacket' 
the Rumanians were forced to retire. 
The Rumanian army at present oc- 
cupies a front along a line from Buzeu 
Haringa and Urzltchenl. 


BUIiGAR ATTACKS FAIL. 


Paris, Dec. 13.—A 
counter-attack 
delivered by Bulgarian troops against 
the Italians on the Macedonian front, 
north of Monlstlr, resulted in spirited 
fighting yesterday. 
The war office an- 
nounced today that the attack failed.

Dec. 13.—The total Ger- 
man casualties excluding those in the

EAGER FOK 
PEAÇ_E MOVE 


Wilson Anxious That Some 
Basis for Discussion 
Be Reached. 


COURSE IN AFFAIR 
AS YET UNDECIDED 


Awaiting Official Text of 
German Proposal Before 
itiapping Course. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
13.—President 
"Wilson's course of action in connection 
with Germany's peace proposals, re- 
mained 
undecided 
today 
while 
he 
awaited the official proffer which the 
central powers have asked the United 
States to transmit to their enemies. 


The impression grows that while the 
president's first consideration was to 
safeguard his usefulness as a 
peace 
maker by omitting any comment which 
might possibly be coupled with a re- 
jection by the entente powers, there 
was a disposition to find some way 
however delicate and informal, to in- 
timate the sincere wish of the United 
States that some basis for discussion at 
least might be reached. 


Seek Allied Stand. 


Many officials felt that an indication 
of the temper of the entente govern- 
ments should be available before the 
influence of the 
United 
States 
was 
thiown into the balance. 
The United 
States by reason of it.s dual responsibil- 
ity of representing the interests of most 
of the central powers and the entente 
governments in the capitals of thei 
enemies would of course become the 
mediunj of 
communication 
through 
which any reply of the entente govern- 
ments to the central belligerents would 
be rxiade. 


The German embassy had no fur- 
ther advices on the terms of the central 
governnient.s but it was freely admit- 
ted that terms had 
purposely 
been 
omitted from the chancellor's speech 
and the note because the sole purpose 
was to propose a conference on terms 
and 
carefully avoid 
advancing 
any 
which might be made the basis of a 
refusal. 


Eviiect an Inquiry. 


The 
Germanic 
diplomats 
in 
this 
country reflecting the views of their 
governments believe the answer of the 
entente allies will be an inquiry as to 
the basis on which Germany proposes 
and with that much as a foundation 
thfy see the warring nations well on 
the way to a conference from which 
they are sanguine peace will result. 


The probability of the entente them- 
selves making terms on which they 
would talk peace is regarded as hav- 
ing tremendous possibilities for effect 
upon the German people themselves. 


The president cancelled all his out- 
side engagements today, including one 
to preside over the annual meeting of 
the 
American Red Cross, 
and 
re- 
mained in the white house where he 
conferred with Col. E. M. House, his 
friend and adviser who made one trip 
to Europe to sound out peace senti- 
ment 
several 
months 
ago. 
Col. 
House may go again if the president 
makes a move 
to accompany 
Ger- 
many's proposal with suggestions of 
any charactcr. 


It was reiterated that until the offi- 
cial documents had been received for 
transmittal to the entente belligerents 
no decision could be reached as to 
what the United States would do fur- 
ther than to transmit them. 


AVould-Pass Buck Buck. 


In quarters 
close to 
the 
entente 
allies an opinion prevailed that if the 
entente allies made reply their 
first 
course might be to inquire what guar- 
antees would be given by Germany 
that the terms of a peace treaty would 
be fulfilled and that a treaty would 
not be violated, as the allies contend 
in the case of Belgium. 
By making 
such a reply entente 
diplomats 
see 
the responsibility for continuing the 
war thrown back to the central pow- 
ers.

Joe Byanskie is Painfully

APPARATUS IS 


BADLY WRECKED

is Thrown High Into

Joe Byanskie, 52. for fifteen years 
I a city fireman, sustained a fractured 
collar bone and minor bruises when ha 
was hurled to the pavement as the 
fire engine from the No. 7 station turn- 
ed over at the corner of West Main 
street 
and 
Broadway, 
Wednesday 
morning at 0 o'clock. 
Men from th« 
No. 7 station were making a run to a 
small fire on Broadway. 


Byanskie, who was firing the en- 
gine, was standing on the rear of tha 
heavy car. 
"Whitey" Carl, who has 
handled fire teams for the past twen- 
ty-five years, was in the seat. Wheels 
of the heavy piece of apparatus struck 
the street car tracks when the wagon 
skidded at the corner. 


The big tank turned over. 
The fii*« 
engine itself was wrecked. 
More than 
$200 in repairs will be necessary to 
return the .steamer to service. 
Side of 
the bi^ boiler was caved in. 
Top of 
the engine was dismantled. 


Byanskie was hurled from tho rear 
of the car. 
He struck his shoulder on 
the pavement. 
He was able to walk 
into the St. .loseph hospital, near at 
hand. 
Physicians found his collar 
bone fractured. 


Carl was also tossed from his airy 
seat, high up on the truck. 
He alight- 
ed on his feet in falling, but tumbled 
to the street. 
His knee was badly 
bruised. 


Carl did not release his hold on the 
lines?. The horses, tangled in harness, 
stopped at once. 
The animals have 
been pulling the engine for five yeai-s. 
This was their first accident. 


News of the accident spread rapid- 
ly. 
A crowd 
of 
people 
gathered. 
Street cars on the Broadway line wera 
held up for several minutes until th® 
engine could be removed to tho sida 
of the tracks.

We are down on lice be- 
cause they sometimes carry disease 
and because wo don't like the way in 
which they get their living."

the right to clect the governor of the 
territory will be introduced in con- 
gress at the coming short session by 
Delegate Kalanianaole, according to a 
statement issued by him. 


Under the present 
laws,

ernor is appointed by the i)resident 
and the people of the territory have 
nothing to say as to who their chief 
executive may be. 


Mr. Kalanianaole said: 
"In the next congress I am going to 
work hard along the lines of home 
;-ule. 
One of the first bills which I 
shal lintroduce and for which I shall 
ask a speedy hearing before the com- 
mittee on territories. Is a bill which 
will give to the electorate of- Hawaii 
the right to choose its governor. With 
the trend of opinion in congress to- 


wards home rule, I am hopeful thai 
a bill of this nature will be successful 
Should it be, it will be a preliminary 
step toward statehood. 


"Whenever any matter comes up in 
congress concerning Hawaii, whether 
it deals with the subject of disposition 
of the public lands, with the selection 
of governor or even with prohibition, 
1 shall strenuously insist, both before 
the committee and on the floor of the 
house, that in matters of this nature 
the power of control should be vested 
in the people of the territory.

ally frame up the union as they see lit. 


Tiafania's mother liked Esauf, a young 
hunter who was lucky

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Germany's Peace Proposal 


Cicrniaiiy and her allies have made, through the goverumeuts of 
^ 
L'nited States, Spain and Switzerland, foriiial proposals for nego- 
tiations for peace with the allied nations with which the central pow- 
ers have been in desperate conflict since early in August, 1914. The 
outstanding phase of the action is not the terms under which Ger- 
many would end the war and not even the (iuestion whether the offer 
will be accepted or spurned by the entente forces. It is the fact that 
it comprises the first definite overture for peace from any quarter 
Bince the world contlict began. On that account it is of tremendous 
importance, and on that account is based the profound hope, if not 
the prospect, that something definite in the Avay of peace may come 
Erom it. It is the first indication of an actual rift in the cloud. 


The peace terms v.'hich Germany is prepared to oifer to the en- 
tente allies are not inco^rporated in the formal offer which she has 
asked the neutral governments to transmit to the nations with which 
«he is at war. Berlin has, however, informally let it be known that 
she is willing to terminate the war on a basis which provides for the 
complete restoration of Belgium; for the evacuation by Germany of 
all territory captured in northern France diiring the progress of the 
war; for the establishment of Poland and Lithuania as independent 
kingdoms ; for the retention of Serbia bj'^ Austria-Hungary, and the 
restoration to Bulgaria of all territory lost by that country in the sec- 
ond Balkan war; foi^ the restoration to Austria of territory captured 
by Italy in the neighborhood of the Adriatic sea; for the restoration 
to Germany of all her colonial possessions in Africa, the far east, and 
other parts of the globe; f(** the retention of Constantinople by Tur- 
key. 


On this basis it will be seen that where the terms do not provide 
for territorial arrangement identical with that existing before the war 
- the proposal gives the Teutonic powers the best of it—as in the re- 
tention of Serbia by Austria-Hungary and the loss to Russia of Poland 
and Lithuania. We may very naturally expect at the outset from the 
allies a prompt and emphatic rejection of proposals for peace on any 
Buch basis and yet that will not definitely establish the fact that 
peace is impossible. Nations as w^ell as individuals are disposed to 
yield slowly as they dicker and to make new concessions in modifica- 
tion of an original offer only as it seems nccessary. This is perfect- 
ly understood and will be taken into due account by those to whom 
the tender is made. They appreciate the fact that Germany's first pro- 
posal'is by no means her last word, and that, with this basis on which 
to begin negotiations, there might well be evolved some mutually sat- 
isfactory agreement under which slaughter and woe and ruin might 
be halted. 


It is clearly evident that Germany is making her projDosal not as 
a beaten nation suing for peace, but from the position of one with in- 
finite confidence in her own power, and with that position fully dem- 
onstrated by recent victories. That her proffer has been timed to pre- 
cisely that contingency hardly admits of doubt. Her tender, whether 
accepted or not, ser^^es in no small degree to put responsibility for 
continuance of the struggle squarely up to the allies. If they decline 
to at least attempt a solution by peace negotiations that may fail or 
may succeed, they must assume that responsibility before mankind. 
Bowed beneath a weight of sorrow and suffering, drenched 
with 
human blood, burdened by a debt that will bend the backs of gen- 
erations yet unborn and deadlocked in a struggle that gives no prom- 
ise of being ended by force, any avenue that offers honorable peate 
ought to be gladly welcomed and eagerly taken after more than two 
years of titanic struggle that has achieved absolutely nothing. 


The Indiana Anti-Saloon league has been singularly free from the 
embarassments of insurgency within its ranks, and it will be some- 
thing of a shock to that organization to learn that the Newcastle Min- 
isterial association has served notice that 
unless the 
Anti-Saloon 
league promptly falls in step with the Indiana Dry Federation move- 
ment, the Newcastle organization is done with the 4^nti-Saloon league. 
The latter organization recently set out in a letter the ultimatum that, 
having been a pioneer in the fight for a dry Indiana, it could not now 
surrender leadership to the dry federation or to anybody else. All of 
which is a most excellent way to encompass the defeat of the purpose 
which the Newcastle clergymen, the Anti-Saloon league and the Dry 
Federation are anxious to bring about. 


The National Horsethief Detective association in Indiana is pre- 
paring to ask 'the next Indiana legislature to pass a bill creating a 
state police department, but it has somehow managed to suppress its 
opinion of the present police organizations in the state save as one is 
able to figure it out by inference. 


Since it is definitely decided that no changes are to occur in Pres- 
ident Wilson's cabinet save for the possibility that Attorney General 
Gregory may retire, all except the lawyer contingent might as well 
give up hope and proceed to pick out some other dcsira]jle job to 
which they may aspire.

Charge is Made by Concordia 
in Course of Bitter 
Conflict. 


Vienna, Dec. 1.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—"Concor- 
dia," 
a journalistic 
association of 
Cranz, consisting of German writing 
newspaper men of Bohemia, Salzburg 
and the Tyrol, has involved itself in 
a bitter controversy, and in doing so 
is 
throwing- some 
'interesting side 
lights on the newspaper situation In 
Austria, by charging that a definite 
effort is being made to assemble the 
press of Vienna in a gigantic trust. 


Privy Councillor Sieghart of one of 
the largest of the Vienna banks is the 
man the "Concordia" is fighting, and 
the journals claim 
he, not content 
with controlling a large part of the 
Vienna papers, is now trying to ex- 
tend his sphere of influence to Bo- 
hemia and the Tyrol. 
The control Is 
being exerted, 
they claim, through 
the banks, and they want the new 
government to take a hand in the in-, 
terests of a 
free and independent 
press. 


Privy 
Councillor Sieghart, 
when 
the attack on him opened, defended 
himself vigorously, and in a communi- 
cation to the new Koerber ministry 
declared, fìrst, that he is not an owner 
of a large part of the Vienna press; 
second, that he never had any inten- 
tion to create a newspaper trust. 


"Concordia" returned to the attack 
with another communication to Koer- 
ber, in which the association declared 
that Councillor Sieghart controlled the 
Vienna "Fruendenblatt" and its ad- 
juncts, the "Military Press," the "Vi- 
dette," the Vienna 
"Mittagzeitung," 
the Vienna "Allgemeine Zeitung," the 
"Illustrlerte Wiener Extrablatt," the 
"Neue Wiener Tagblatt," the Austrian 
"Volkszeitung" 
and 
the 
Vienna 
"Achtuhr Abendblatt." 


As to Bohemia and the Tyrol "Con- 
cordia" enumerated the purchase or 
control, through the Sieghart bank, 
one Prague daily paper and seven 
provincial papers—papers which are 
financially bound up with many others 
in Salzburg, 
the Tyrol 
and upper 
Austria.

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Germany's Peace Proposal 


Germany and her allies have made, through the governments of 


jjfe United States, Spain and Switzerland, formal proposals for ncgo 
tiations for peace with the allied nations with which the central pow 
ers have been in desperate conflict since early m August, 1914. 
ifc< 


outstanding phase of the action is not the terms under which Ger 
many would end the war and not even the question whether the ofte 
will be accepted or spurned by the entente forces. It is the fact tha 
it comprises the first definite overture1 for pcaco from any quarte 
since the world conflict began. On that account it is of trcmendou 
importance, and on that account is based the profound hope, if not 
the prospect, that something definite in the way of peace may come 
from it. It is the first indication of an actual rift in the cloud. 


The peace terms which Germany is prepared to offer to the en- 


tente allies are not incorporated in the. formal offer which she has 
usked the neutral governments to transmit to the nations with which 
ihe is at war. Berlin has, however, informally let it be known that 
Bhc is willing to terminate the war on. a basis which provides for the 
complete restoration of Belgitim; for the evacuation by Germany of 
all territory captured in northern France during the progress of the 
war; for the establishment of Poland and Lithuania as independent 
kingdoms; for the retention of Serbia by Austria-Hungary, and the 
restoration to Bulgaria of all territory lost by that country in the sec- 
ond Balkan war; for the restoration to Austria of territory captured 
by Italy in the neighborhood of the Adriatic sea; for the restoration 
to Germany of all her colonial possessions in Africa, the far east, and 
other parts of the globe; fw the retention of Constantinople by Tur- 
key. 


On this basis it will be seen that where the terms do not provide 


for territorial arrangement identical with that existing before the war 
the .proposal gives the Teutonic powers the best of it—as in the re- 
tention of Serbia by Austria-Hungary and the loss to Eussia of Poland 
and Lithuania. 
AVe may very naturally expect at.the outset from the 


allies a prompt and emphatic rejection of proposals for peace on any 
such basis and yet that will not definitely establish the fact that 
peace is impossible. Nations as well as individuals are disposed to 
yield slowly as they dicker and to make new concessions in modifica- 
tion of an original offer only as it seems necessary. This is perfect- 
ly understood and will be taken into due account by those to whom 
the tender is made. They appreciate the fact that Germany's first pro: 
posal is by no means her last word, and that, with this basis on which 
to begin negotiations, there might Avell be evolved some mutually sat- 
isfactory agreement under which slaughter and woe and ruin might 
be halted. 


It is clearly evident that Germany is making her proposal not as 


a beaten nation suing for peace, but from the position of one with in- 
finite confidence in her own power, and with that position fully dem- 
onstrated by recent victories. That her proffer has been timed to pre- 
cisely that contingency hardly admits of doubt. Her tender, whether 
accepted or not, serves in no small degree to put responsibility foi 
continuance of the struggle squarely up to the allies. If they .decline 
to at least attempt a solution by peace negotiations that may fail 01 
may succeed, they must assume that responsibility before mankind 
Bowed beneath a weight of sorrow and suffering, drenched wit 
human blood, burdened by a debt that will bend the backs of gen- 
erations yet unborn and deadlocked in a struggle that gives no prom- 
ise of being ended by force, any avenue that offers honorable peace 
ought to be gladly welcomed and eagerly taken after more than two 
years of titanic struggle that has achieved absolutely nothing.

keting business practice. In the lat- 
ter work uniform systems of account- 
ing were devised for grain elevators 
fruit and produce associations, live 
stock shipping associations, co-oper- 
ative stores, commission houses, and 
other 
industries. 
Investigations in 


city marketing and distribution and in 
the marketing of cotton seed and it. 
products were continued. The new 
work taken up by the office included 
the drafting of rough plans for and 
estimating the costs of municipal pub- 
lic markets, and wholesale terminal 
markets, investigations in the mar- 
keting of dairy products and in the 
marketing of grain, seeds, and hay.

Washington. Dec. 13.—.Tane

dams appeared before the judiciary 
committee of the house ot representa- 
tives yesterday, accompanied by Miss 
Sophonisba Breckinridge, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Kent, wife 
of Representative 


Kent of California and two others, to 
urge an early report on the proposed 
Susan B. Anthony amendment pro- 
viding for national woman suffrage. 


"Universal woman suffrage," said 


Miss Addams, speaking as a represen- 
tative of the women's peace party of 
which she is chairman, "would, we 
believe, help materially in bringing 
about peace. 
Much of the splendid 


woman vote which was given Presi- 
dent Wilson at the last election can 
be traced to devotion to his social leg- 
islation program and his stand for 
peace. 


"This general indorsement of his 


policies, it seems to me, should be an 
incentive to you to report this meas- 
ure as quickly as possible. 


"I beg you not to stand in the way 


of justice by refusing to report this 
resolution. Eastern 
women 
resent 


the fact that the western women have 
the vote and that they are denied it. 
They think this situation is unfair, 
and so it is. Give theproposed fed- 
eral amendment a hearing in con- 
gress, at least, and give it as large a 
vote as possible." 


Exception to the statement of Miss 


Addams that women voters were at- 
tracted to President Wilson in the re- 
| cent campaign because of his peace
